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Church  said  the  conclusion  of  the 
study  group  “raises  questions  about 
the  competency  of  the  engineers  who 
reviewed  this  project  within  the 
bureau.” 

Higginson  testified  that  a  major 
problem  in  federal  public  works 
projects  is  that  no  outside 
independent  study  is  made  in 
advance  to  doublecheck  a  project’s 
safety.  “All  work  was  done  in-house* 
without  independent  review  or 
outside  judgment,”  he  said. 

But  an  environmental  group  said  at 
least  some  of  the  blame  must  be 
borne  by  the  Senate  Interior 
Committee,  saying  the  committee 
“has  not  held  indepth  .  .  .  hearings 
on  any  Bureau  of  Reclamation 
projects  in  this  decade.” 


Brent  Blackwelder,  a  spokesman 
for  the  Environmental  Policy  Center, 
said  in  a  written  statement  that,  “the 
manner  of  operation  in  approving 
and  funding  Bureau  of  Reclamation 
projects  has  been  one  of 
congressional  courtesy:  a  project  is 
not  evaluated  on  its  own  merit  but 
merely  on  whether  the  local  senator 
or  congressman  wants  it  built.” 


Emergency  draft  system 
recommended  to  Carter 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  defense 
Department  is  recommending  that 
President  Carter  create  new  standby 
draft  machinery,  including  revival  of  an 
annual  lottery  for  young  men,  to 
determine  the  call-up  order  in  case  of  a 
national  emergency  mobilization. 

The  recommendation  was  sent  to  the 
White  House  in  the  final  days  of  the 
Ford  administration  for  consideration 
by  Carter’s  National  Security  Council. 

A  year  ago,  then-President  Gerald  R. 
Ford  reduced  the  Selective  Service 
System  to  a  small  Washington  planning 
staff  and  ended  registration  of 
18-year-olds.  He  also  halted  the  annual 
lottery,  which  determined  the  call-up 
order  based  on  birth  dates. 

The  lottery  had  been  continued  for 
contingency  purposes  after  the  end  of 
the  draft  in  1973. 

In  a  confidential  document,  the 
Defense  Department  said  the  nation 


neCds  a  new  standby  “wartime  draft 
system,”  which  could  produce  650,000 
trained  men  within  six  months  after 
mobilization. 

The  document  estimated  that  more 
than  450,000  casualties  might  have  to 
be  replaced  in  that  period  if  a  major 
war  begins  in  Europe.  It  assumes  at 
least  three  months  to  prepare  a  draftee 
for  combat. 

The  Pentagon  said  the  proposed 
system  is  not  suitable  for  peacetime. 

“It  is  specifically  designed  to  work 
only  under  conditions  of  full 
mobilization  —  during  a  grave  national 
emergency,”  said  the  document. 

Annual  lottery 

Among  other  features,  it  calls  for  an 
annual  draft  lottery  of  20-year-olds  in 
peacetime.  Sequence  numbers  would 
be  assigned  by  birth  date,  and  the 
results  would  be  widely  publicized. 


“The  idea  is  to  let  each  member  of 
the  20-year-old  cohort  know  in 
advance  that  he  is  liable  to  be  drafted 
early  or  secure  from  early  call  by  a 
wartime  draft,”  the  document  said. 

The  plan  provides  for  draft 
deferments,  but  says  these  “must  be 
tightly  controlled.” 

The  concept  departs  from  the 
traditional  structure  of  World  War  II 
and  later  years,  based  on  local  draft 
boards  made  up  of  civilians. 

Instead,  the  new  system  would  be 
built  around  66  area  offices,  staffed  by 


about  1,700  national  guard  and  reserve 
personnel  selected  and  trained  in 
peacetime  for  wartime  draft  duty.  The 
area  offices  would  be  activated 
promptly  at  mobilization. 

Review  panels,  comprising  a  total  of 
2,925  citizens,  would  be  appointed  to 
review  claims  for  draft  deferment. 

The  only  peacetime  elements  of  the 
program  would  be  a  national  office 
staffed  by  a  cadre  of  75  employes  and 
three  sector  officers  with  1 5  workers 
each  to  prepare  for  a  possible  wartime 
draft. 


Draft  evaders'  pardon 
draws  mixed  reaction 


Seven  rural  Utah  counties 
getting  federal  drought  aid 
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Seven  Utah  counties  are  receiving 
federal  aid  for  losses  suffered  from  the 
current  drought. 

Farmers  in  Emery,  Beaver,  Piute, 
Sevier,  Juab,  Sanpete  and  Millard" 
counties  are  receiving  financial  support 
from  the  Agricultural  Stabilization  and 
Conservation  Office,  according  to 
Gordell  Brown,  state  director  of  the 
ASC. 

The  farmers  are  using  the  money  to 
purchase  feed  for  their  livestock  and 
animals.  , 

Brown  explained  that  the  ASC 
county  offices  receive  applications 
from  farmers  who  have  suffered  losses. 
They  then  compute  what  each  of  the 
farmers  has  suffered  in  terms  of  crop 
and  feed  loss  and  determine  the 
amount  of  feed  they  need  for  their 
animals. 

Once  the  farmers  have  been  accepted 
to  receive  funds,  they  purchase  the 
feed!  The  ASC  will  reimburse  them  up 
to  two  cents  a  pound  for  the  feed. 


The  state  director  said  the  seven 
counties  have  suffered  losses  of  “a  little 
over  $28  million.”  He  mentioned  the 
areas  would  probably  be  receiving  the 
financial  aid  until  about  June  1.  By 
then,  Brown  added,  the  farmers  should 
be  able  to  rely  on  their  crops  again. 

The  ASC  funding  is  a  result  of  an 
order  made  Thursday  by  former 
President  Gerald  Ford  that  California 
and  Utah  would  be  receiving 
“emergency  funds.” 

In  the  latter  part  of  1976,  the  seven 
Utah  counties  were  considered 
“disaster  counties.” 


One  of  the  first  actions  of  President 
Jimmy  Carter  was  a  “full,  complete 
and  unconditional”  pardon  for 
Vietnam  draft  evaders.  The  pardon  did 
not,  however,  include  deserters. 

The  action  was  taken  last  Friday 
during  the  new  Chief  executive’s  first 
full  day  in  office,  and  made  a  reality 
out  of  what  had  been  a  major  campaign 
promise  for  the  former  Georgia 
governor. 

Press  Secretary  Jody  Powell,  who 
announced  the  decision  to  permit 
clemency,  also  said  the  Department  of 
Defense  will  step  up  to  its  study  of 
what  to  do  about  deserters  and  those 
who  received  other  than  honorable 
discharges  during  the  conflict  in 
Southeast  Asia. 

Powell  noted  that  the  period  covered 
by  the  executive  order  and 
proclamation  is  from  Aug.  4,  1964  to 
March  28,  1973. 


The  announcement  brought  qualified 
praise  from  antiwar  and  religious 
groups  and  criticism  from  veterans’ 
organization  and  conservative 
congressmen.  All  four  Utah 
congressmen  opposed  the  pardon. 

The  order  specified  two  exceptions 
to  the  pardon: 

—  It  would  be  forbidden  for  anyone 
involved  in  an  act  of  force  or  violence. 

—  It  would  be  forbidden  for  any 
officer  or  employe  of  the  Selective 
Service  System  who  violated  the  law 
while  serving  the  government. 

Powell  said  the  pardon  would  permit 
draft  evaders  who  had  taken  citizenship 
in  a  foreign  land  to  apply  for  U.S. 
citizenship  “as  any  other  alien.”  Carter 
also  ordered  the  attorney  general  to 
terminate  all  investigations  now 
pending  and  not  to  initiate  further 
investigations  involving  alleged  draft 
evasion  in  the  period  involved.

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BOISE,  Idaho  (AP)  -  John  V.  Evans 
took  over  as  Idaho’s  governor  Monday 
and  pledged  to  follow  in  the  footsteps 
of  his  predecessor,  Cecil  D.  Andrus,  in 
protecting  the  state’s  environment. 

Andrus,  who  was-  sworn  in  as  U.S. 
Secretary  of  Interior  Sunday,  formally 
resigned  as  governor  in  a  message  to  the 
Idaho  Legislature  earlier  in  the  day. 

In  a  brief  inaugural  address  after 
becoming  Idado’s  26th  governor,  Evans 
said,  “As  Governor  Andrus  has  put  it, 
we  must  develop  our  economy  to 
provide  a  future  for  our  children,  but 
we  must  see  to  it  that  it  is  a  future 
worth  having.” 

In  a  letter  of  resignation  submitted 
to  House  Speaker  Allan  F.  Larsen, 
R-Blackfoot,  and  Evans,  in  his  capacity 
as.  president  of  the  Senate,  Andrus  said 
he  had  resigned  after  six  years  as 
Idaho’s  governor  “only  after  serious 
Consideration  and  reflection.” 

“I  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  my 
tenure  as  your  governor  and  I  value  the 
friendships  we  have  formed.  I  am 
hopeful  that  you  will  extend  the  same 
courtesies  and  cooperation  to  Governor 
Evans  that  I  have  enjoyed  in  order  that 
the  beneficiaries  will  continue  to  be  the 
people  of  Idaho,”  Andrus  said. 

“Education,  as  always,  remains  high 


on  our  list  of  priorities,”  Evans  said  in 
his  inaugural  message.  “The  trend  over 
the  past  1 2  years  of  increasing  support 
for  school  districts  from  the  general 
fund  must  continue.  There  is,  I  am 
confident,  now  broad  general 
recognition  that  the  property  tax  base 
for  local  school  support  is  totally 
inadequate.  The  state’s  general  fund 
must  continue  to  provide  for  this 
ever-growing  vital  need.” 

Evans  said  Idaho  must  meet  the 
energy  shortage  problem,  “but  we  must 
not  rush  headlong  into  any  one 
dimensional  approach  which  poses  a 


threat  to  our  precious  environment.  We 
have  time  to  develop  a  balanced 
program  that  will  utilize  the 
still-developing  potential  of  nuclear, 
geothermal  and  solar  energy,  additional 
hydro-electric  facilities  that  are 
available  as  well  as  fossil  fuels.” 

The  new  governor  also  said  as  he 
assumed  his  new  job,  “I  am  keenly 
aware  that  it  is  no  small  task.  I  ask  for 
your  help  and  support.  Idaho  is  not 
and  cannot  be  one  man,  one  party,  one 
branch  of  government  or  one  region.  It 
is,  and  must  be,  all  of  us  working 
together.”

IX  legislation;  said  in  a  letter  to  Pres.

“I  applaud  the  action  by  Brigham 
Young  University  and  a  couple  of 
others  who  have  stood  up  to  HEW  and 
have  in  effect  told  them  to  go  to  other 
places,”  Mrs.  Green  told  the  Council 
for  the  Advancement  and  Support  of 
Education  in  Spokane,  Wash. 

In  her  lecture  today,  Mrs.  Green  will 
discuss  the  congressional  intent  behind 
Title  IX  and  some  of  the  ways  HEW 
has  subverted  that  intent.  She  will  also 
discuss  some  other  federal  good 
intentions  toward  education  which  did 
not  always  produce  good  results, 
including  the  Civil  Rights  Act, 
executive  orders  and  affirmative  action. 

Title  IX  was  designed  to  end  sex 
discrimination;  it  was  not  designed  to 
replace  one  injustice  with  another,  Mrs. 
Green  said  in  her  Washington  speech. 
“It  was  never  my  intent,  nor  the  intent 
of  the  subcommittee,  to  establish  a 
quota  system.” 

Quotas  are  the  crudest  form  of 
mindless  inequality  because  they  mean 
an  important  decision  is  being  made 
not  on  merit,  but  on  some  blatantly 
unfair,  irrelevant  criteria,  she  added. 
“Is  the  basis  of  judgment  to  be  merit  or 
some  strict  ethnic  or  sex  formula?” 

She  also  said  that  one  of  the  most 
damaging  things  about  prejudice  is  that 
it  gives  primary  value  to  a  group 
characteristic  rather  than  recognizing 
the  unique  individuality  of  each  human 
being.  “It  does  not  matter  whether  this 
discrimination  works  in  the  person’s 
favor  or  against  him.  What  he  or  she 
still  loses  is  the  irreplaceable  privilege 
of  being  looked  upon  as  an  individual.”

According  to  Mrs.  Green,  Title  IX  is 
supposed  to  end  discrimination  in 
admission  policies,  to  provide  the  same 
salaries  for  women  faculty  members  as 
for  males  and  to  allow  equal 
opportunity  for  advancement.  “It  was 
never  designed  for  the  purpose  of 
having  the  federal  government  intrude 
on  private  organizations.” 

‘‘Unfortunately,  some  of  HEW’s 
regulations  have  transformed  Green’s 
straightforward  intentions  into  a 
pervasive  regulatory  Scheme,”  Hal 
Visick,  assistant  to  the  president  and 
BYU  general  counsel,  said.  By  HEW’s 
regulations,  if  one  student  is  receiving 
federal  money  in  any  form,  the  whole 
university  is  subject  to  federal 
regulation. 

BYU  is  not  at  war  with  the 
government,  and  HEW  has  ruled  that 
BYU  is  in  compliance  with  Title  IX 
regulations.  But  there  are  areas  where 
our  teachings  concernings  concerning 
sex  differences  will  be  maintained,  he 
said.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  (Mormon)  has  formed  a 
new  corporation  to  handle  development  of  industrial 
parks. 

Beneficial  Development  Co.,  headed  by  Dale  L. 
Jackman,  has  acquired  three  Salt  Lake  area  industrial 
properties. 

“We  will  be  a  mortgage  loan  vehicle  for  church 
mortgage  loan  funds,”  Jackman  said,  adding  that  the 
firm  will  operate  through  private  developers 
throughout  the  West. 

He  said  the  company  is  a  fully  authorized, 
taxpaying  investment  company  and  will  have  nothing 
to  do  with  church  properties  used  for  ecclesiastical 
purposes. 

The  firm  is  separate  from  Zions  Securities  Corp.,  a 
holding  company  for  church  rental  and  investment 
property  including  the  $50  million  ZCMI  Center,  a 
downtown  Salt  Lake  City  shopping  mall. 

Its  initial  holdings  include  the  600-acre  North  Salt 
Lake  Industrial  Park,  250  acres  at  the  Industrial 
Center  and  3,000  acres  west  of  the  Salt  Lake 
International  Center.

Have  you  got  an  itch  to  go  scuba 
diving?  Put  it  on  ice!  That’s  what  the 
scuba  club  did  last  Saturday  at  Burston 
Pond  just  southwest  of  Mona,  Utah.  To 
prove  scuba  diving  is  alive  and  well  in 
Utah,  a  group  of  intrepid  divers  in 
BY  U’s  Scuba  Diving-club  staged  an  ice 
dive,  h  specialty  divihg  techniquei'under 
the  ice. 

At  1  p.m.  Saturday,  the  calm  winter 
stillness  of  Burston  Pond  was  shattered 
by  the  rip  of  a  chain  saw.  The  saw  was 
used  to  cut  a  triangular  shaped  hole 
through  the  five  inch  thick  ice  of  the 
pond.  While  the  chain  saw  was  cutting 
a  hole  in  the  frozen  ond,  nine  of  the 
club  members  were  preparing  to 
descend  into  the  icy  waters. 

It’s  no  simple  task  to  get  ready  for  a 
dive  under  the  ice.  The  nearest 
comparison  would  be  a  knight  of  the 
middle  ages  preparing  for  battle.  The 
diver  must  wiggle  into  a  quarter  inch 
thick,  snug  fitting,  full  wet-suit  that' 
leaves  only  his  face  exposed  to  the 
frigid  water.  Fifteen  minutes  and  forty 
pounds  of  equipment  later,  the  diver  is 
ready  to  make  the  plunge. 

While  ice  diving  there  is  always  the 
danger  of  a  diver  becoming  lost  and  not 
finding  the  hole.  Since  there  is  also  a 
greater  chance  of  drowning,  many 
safety  precautions  must  be  tkaen.  The 


divers  go  in  teams  of  two  or  more. 
Each  member  of  the  team  is  tied 
together  by  a  safety  rope  about  200 
feet  long.  The  safety  rope  is  tended  by 
a  man  on  the  surface  whose  sole  job  is 
to  keep  the  line  from  becoming  tangled 
and  to  monitor  the  signals  from  the 
divers.  In  addition  to  the  safety  line, 
one  team  of  back-up  divers  is  ready  to 
go  in  after  the  divers  should  an 
emergency  a  ‘ 

The  preparation  took  almost  an 
hour.  The  divers  went  through  the  final 
equipment  check  out,  reviewed  their 
rope  signals  and  eased  into  the  water. 
The  initial  shock  of  the  cold  water 
rushing  into  the  wet-suits  was  plain  to 
see  on  the  faces  of  the  divers  through 
their  masks. 

After  bobbing  in  the  hole  for  a  few 
minutes  to  become  accustomed  to  the 
water,  the  team  sank  below  the  surface. 
The  underwater  world  was  lit  with 
diffused  light  that  came  through  the  ice 
making  the  crystalline  water  an  errie 
blue.  Only  the  roar  of  the  bubbles 
broke  the  silence  under  the  surface  of 
the  water.  The  bubbles  left  a  silver  trail 
under  the  ice  wherever  the  divers  went. 
Fish,  lazy  with  the  cold,  floated 
weightlessly  above  the  pond  weed. 

Most  dives  of  the  day  only  lasted  half 
an  hour.  The  weight  of  the  divers 
equipment  made  it  next  to  impossible 
to  get  out  of  the  water  unassisted.

MINNEAPOLIS  (AP)  —  The 
Celebration  Road  Show  is  at  the  end  of 
the  road  after  covering  800,000  miles  in 
"five  years  of  travel  and  musical 
ministry  in  churches,  schools  and  night 
clubs. 

“I’m  tired  of  traveling,”  said  the  Rev. 
Gary  Miller,  trumpeter  and  director  of 
the  Dixieland  band  that  gave  thou¬ 
sands  of  performances  throughout  the 
United  States. 

Night  club  appearances  “paid  the 
freight”  for  the  unique  ministry,  said 
Miller.  He  tried  to  accept  invitations 
-  from  all  churches,  no  matter  how  small, 
and  sometimes  performed  “for  as  little 
as  a  free  lunch.” 

The  band  avoided  “blue”  material 
even  in  night  clubs,  and  while  in  church 


combined  the  music  with  a  little 
preaching.  Miller,  ordained  by  the  Un¬ 
ited  Church  of  Christ,  is  a  former  parish 
minister  at  Saginaw,  Mich. 

He  said  it’s  his  feeling  he  never  left 
the  clergy  but  found  a  way  to  extend  his 
ministry  through  music.  Playing  in 
nightclubs,  he  said,  was  not  in¬ 
congruous. 

“We  never  extended  altar  call  invita¬ 
tions,  but  we  always  made  it  clear 
through  the  music  we  played  how  we 
feel  about  human  rights  and  human 
relations  —  where  we’re  going  as  a  na¬ 
tion  —  the  things  that  build  more 
lasting  and  important  human 
relationships,”  Miller  said, 

“When  we  have  night  club  audiences 
holding  hands  and  singing  ‘Just  a 
Closer  Walk  with  Thee’  at  130  a.m.,  we 


know  .  „ . 

A  recent  performance  in  suburban 
Minneapolis  was  the  last  of  580  con¬ 
certs  in  churches  of  many  denomina¬ 
tions.  Another  500  performances  were 
given  in  schools  and  colleges.  After  the 
first  of  the  year,  the  performers  went 
their  separate  ways. 

Miller,  a  former  pro  football  player 
with  the  Michigan  Apollos  of  the  old 
Continental  League  and  once  a  member 
of  the  Saginaw  City  Council,  began  his 
musical  experiment  at  worship  services 
in  1971.  The  following  year  he  organized 
the  road  show  under  the  sponsorship  — 
without  financial  support  —  of  the 
UCC  Board  for  Homeland  Ministries. 

At  the  church’s  General  Synod 
meeting  in  St.  Louis  in  1973,  the  band 
had  the  delegates  dancing  in  the  aisles.

BYU’s  Isamu  Maesato  scored  53.8  points  to  capture 
the  all-around  title  as  the  Cougar  gymeats  were  edged 
by  just  over  two  points  by  the  University  of  Oregon 
in  Saturday’s  dual  meet. 

The  Cougars  had  212.4  points  to  No.  1 -ranked 
Oregon’s  214.95.  The  Ducks’  Breck  Grigas,  previously 
undefeated  in  all-around,  had  to  settle  for  second 
place  behind  Maesato,  with  a  53.3.  Oregon’s  Miki 
Moyal,  an  Israeli  Olympian,,  was  third  at  53.05. 

i  It  was  by  far  the  highest  point  total  the  Cougars 
have  scored  yet  this  season.  BYU  easily  defeated  Cal 
State-Northridge  last  Thursday  203.05-194.15;  the 
Cougars  also  scored  209.15  points  earlier  in  the 
season  against  Nippon  University  from  Japan. 

BYU’s  strong  scoring  was  significant  in  the  face  of  a 
number  of  unfortunate  landings  and  dismounts  and 
broken  routines  that  plagued  the  Cougars’  top 
performers  in  many  events. 

The  teams  split  events,  winning  three  each. 
Oregon’s  Don  Lester,  a  specialist,  won  floor  exercise 
with  a  9.45.  BYU’s  Isamu  Maesato  was  second  at  9.35 
and  teammate  John  Billington  was  fourth  at  9. 1 5 . 

Oregon  specialist  Tom  Truedson  won  side  horse  at 
9.4  while  BYU  specialist  Dan  Drew  had  a  weak  night, 
scoring  an  8.8  for  third  place.  The  Cougars’  top  side 
horse  specialist  has  been  declared  temporarily 
ineligible  to  compete. 

Pac-8  still  rings  champion  Scott  McEldowney  won 


his  specialty  with  a  9.65.  BYU’s  Bryn  Johnson  scored 
a  9.35  on  a  spectacular  routine  to  tie  for  third  with 
Oregon’s  Breck  Grigas  on  rings. 

Cougar  Arnold  Neville  scored  an  impressive  9.35  to 
win  the  vaulting  and  teammate  Bernhard  Hoeger  was 
second  at  9.25. 

BYU’s  Isamu  Maesato  won  parallel  bars  with  a  9.1 
while  Oregon’s  Breck  Grigas  was  second  with  a  9.0. 
Cougar  specialist  Dave  Lindquist  easily  won  the  high 
bar  competition  with  a  9.4  BYU’s  Bill  Slover  was 
second  at  9.15  and  teammate  Arnold  Neville  tied  for 
third  with  Oregon’s  Gene  Christensen  at  9.0. 

Earlier  last  week,  the  Cougars  dominated  the  meet 
with  Cal  State-Northridge,  sweeping  five  or  six  events. 
Sophomore  Byrn  Johnson,  one  of  the  most  improved 
members  of  the  Cougar  team,  took  the  all-around 
title  with  a  49.1.

Canadian  champ  aiding  Y

BYU  All-American  golfer,  Jiih  Nelford,  a  major  factor  in  the 
success  of  the  team  in  1976,  has  some  credentials  in  his  scrapbook 
which  certainly  gives  the  Y  golfer  an  “international  flavor.” 

Hailing  from  Burnaby,  British  Columbia,  Nelford  is  a  senior 
majoring  in  recreation  education,  who  not  only  was  a  first  team 
All-WAC  in  1976,  but  also  Canada’s  National  Amateur  Champion. 

Coach  Karl  Tucker  said'  he  knew  there  was  a  great  deal  of 
promise  in  Jim  Nelford  as  a  future  college  star.  “What  we  saw  in 
Jim  Nelford'wasa  great  deal  of  potential  and  we  just  knew  we  had 
to  take  a  chance  on  him,”  he  said. 

Although  Nelford  didn’t  burst  on  the  scene  as  an  immediate 
superstar  in  college  golf,  his  growth  from  his  first  tournament  in 
the  spring  of  1974  has  been  invaluable  in  the  development  of  the 
nationally  ranked  Cougars. 

Perhaps  Nelford’s  big  jump  in  college  success  was  in  January 
1975  when  he  qualified  to  compete  in  a  tourney  in  Mexico.  “When 
we  went  to  Mexico,  he  was  our  low  scorer,  as  he  was  in  the 
tournament  following,  and  from  there  it  was  a  steady  climb  for 
him  to  becoming  an  integral  part  of  the  team,”  Tucker  said. 

Now  two  years  and  many  college  titles  later,  Nelford  is  entering 
his  final  semester  of  eligibility,  and  there  seem,  to  be  no  limits  to 
the  future  he  has  as  a  golfer.  “What  you  see  in  Jim  Nelford  is  a 
young  guy  with  a  lot  of  confidence  and  a  great  amount  of  charisma 
who  has  the  outstanding  ability  to  really  make  things  happen  big,” 
Tucker  said. 

Big  things  did  happen  for  Nelford  in  1976.  The  spring  of  last 
year  saw  him  win  two  collegiate  titles,  finish  second  in  another  and 
eighth  individually  in  the  NCAA  tournament. 

The  summer  found  Nelford  in  Canada  competing  in  the  Canadian 
Amateur,  which  he  won  for  the  second  straight  year,  only  the 
fourth  person  in  his  country’s  history  to  accomplish  that  feat. 

As  a  result  of  winning  the  Canadian  Amateur,  Nelford  was 
chosen  to  represent  his  country  in  the  World  Amateur  team 
matches  in  Portugal.  Additionally,  he  will  travel  to  Scotland  in 
June  to  play  in  the  Commonwealth  Games  on  the  six-man 
Canadian  team. 

With  1977  being  Nelford’s  last  hurrah  at  Collegiate  golf,  he  was 
asked  what  would  be  the  strong  point  of  his  own  golf  game  and  the 
1977  Cougar  squad.  “I  want  to  be  a  lot  steadier  this  year,  and  to 
avoid  the  downfalls  of  last  year,  but  on  the  team  level,  I  think  the 
greatest  strength  we  have  is  the  overall  depth  of  the  team.”

John  Sorich  won  the  500  freestyle  in 
4:48.7  and  Piero  Ferracuti  won  the 
200  breaststroke  in  2:12.2  to  finish  the 
scoring  for  the  Cougars.  Ferracuti’s 
time  was  the  best  he  has  recorded  this 
year. 

The  diving  competition  was 
dominated  by  the  Cougars.  Tom  Bug 
won  the  one-meter  diving 
championship  with  a  score  of  269.40. 
In  the  three-meter  diving  competition, 
the  Cougars’  Dee  Robins  won  with  a 
score  of  260.20. 


Coach  Tim  Powers  has  never  lost  to 
Utah.  “The  team  swam  better  than  I 
thought  they  would,”  Powers  said.  “We 
all  like  to  beat  the  Utes.” 

Powers  also  mentioned  that  he  did 
not  even  bring  up  the  meet  with  Utah 
until  the  night  before  the  two  teams 
met.  “We  are  just  concentrating  on 
working  hard  so  we  will  be  ready  for 
the  conference  meet  in  March,”  he 
explained. 

The  next  match  for  the  swimmers 
takes  place  Friday  evening  in  the 
Richards  Building  at  7:00  p.m.  The 
men  and  women’s  team  will  take  on 
the  New  Mexico  Lobos. 

“This  is  the  last  home  meet  for  the 
men’s  team,  and  we  would  like  the 
support  of  the  student  body,”  Powers 
said.  “I  was  a  little  bit  disappointed 
that  we  didn’t  have  a  larger  crowd  for 
our  meet  against  the  Utes.”

Wilkins  sets 
discus  mark
